to being thought remarkable. On 
the three or four occasions on which 
we met, I learmed to value the men- 
tal qualities of the khaki-clad son of 
the Empire. His intellectual inter- 
ests were wide, and although backed 
by a considerable bookish 

ence, they always sought a practical 
end. He was an Imperialist, bat no 
jingo word escaped m him in my 
hearing. On the contrary, Bis sel- 
dierly reticence was based on 6n- 
thusiasm for personal endeavor. 
‘The Empire is kept going by char- 
acter,’ he said on one occasion, ‘not 
by shouting.’ He had read much in 
modern literature; liked Rudyard 
Kipling ‘where resembled Whit- 
man,’ ho said, and Whitman ‘where 
he resembled Kip ‘ ‘Then he 
pullea almself up as though concera- 
ed at having convicted himself of a 
thing he Icathed, namely, modern 
verbal cieverness.” 

The vorse written by “The Poet cf 
the Pats’ was mostly topical. He 
wrote “The Rubaiyat of a Man-at- 
Arms,” ‘The Veteran,” and “The 
Grouch,” and the titles indicate 
their pature.

FOUR POSTER BEDSTEADS. 


A Legacy From the Days When People 
Slept In Boxes, 

lu medieval “tiores, when iife Ware 
very insecure. was usual for poopie 
te sleep on a bed which was surremud 
ed by sides of boards with atrong posts 
at the four corners. These sides con 
talned siiding doors, which could be 
fastened Inside 

When men retired to rest they took 
a Weapon With thom. If attackod ty 
the night they were arovecd by the 
noise made by the crashing tn of their 
wooden defense and were able to de- 
fend themselves. 

When the law became strong enough 
to protect human life the sides of the 
bedstead were gradually dispense! 
with, but the four poste remained, The 
boxlike bedstead still survives tn the 
rural parts of Scotland and ts almost 
-necessary where the earthen floors and 
imperfect ceilings cause much damp. 


describes one of these bedsteads in the 
old mansions as forming a “little clos. 
et.” Mr. Lockwood, who had to sleep 
in it, says, “I elid back the panel sites, 
got in with my light. pulled them to- 
gether again avd felt secure.” ~ London 
Standard.
